London, Dec. 20.—Christmas has 


come and gone without a truce on 
the part of any of the warring na- 
tions of Europe. 
While there has 


been no cessation of military activ- 
ity, 
nevertheless no decisive action 


has occurred along either

great battle fronts. 


A spectacular element of the re- 


cent 'news was supplied by an aerial 
duel between a German air craft 
and two English biplanes over the 
Thames. 
This occurred Christmas 


day and was witnessed by several 
thousand people. 
The German es- 


caped. From Pctrograd comes news 
that the Russians have resumed the 
offensive at several points in Poland, 
and that they have captured no few- 
er than 11,000 prisoners. 


To offset this, however, Berlin re-

An Austrian army is still 


making a courageous effort to strike 
down the valley of the Nida in the 
direction of Carnow. 
British ob- 


servers are of the opinion that this 
movement will be too late, if it is a 
fact that the Austro-German attacks 
in the center has really received its 
reported check.

new bluish gray

supplied to men who became eligible 
to service this year sounds the death 
knell of the red pantaloon. 


The red pantaloons

The heroic associations' ot 
their 83 years reign made a change 
seem a sort of sacrilege, and in spite 
of the lessons ot the Transvaal, the 
army clung fondly to the old red, im- 
mortalized on so many fields of bat- 
tle and familiarized to the world by 
Detaille and other military painters.
